have sought to m ake pain bearable 
or abolish It altogether ” Even th e 
ancient Egyptian* attem pted to use 
anaesthesia, 
th e 
local 
physician 
pointed out. 
T hrough th e years the vegetable 
kingdom was the only source of 
anesthesia, 
w ith 
hashish, 
opiates 
and. other drugs used but they were 
poor pain relievers and for surgery’ 
were practically useless, th e surgeon 
added. 
Used On Chickens 
In 
th e 
13th century 
R aym ond 
Lully 
discovered 
eth er 
and 
put 
chickens to sleep w ith it, but as 
he was not a physician he finally 
dropped his experim ents and the 
effects of the union of ethel alcohol 
and sulphuric acid were forgotten. 
N itrous oxide or laughing gas, wa? 
discovered by Priestly In 1792 but 
he saw no m edical use for it. L ater 
In 1799 a London doctor introduced 
nitrous oxide Into m edicine, not as 
an anesthesia, but to sooth 
th e 
respiratory 
tract, D octor 
G ifford 
said 
T he first m an to actually use eth er 
as a pain killer in an operation 
dropped the idea afte r his practice 
fell off because his p atien ts thought 
he was utilizing the black a rts to 
take away the pain. 
By 1836 the "college crow d” w-as 
using ether for ether parties, “be­ 
cause of the e x h ib itin g effect and 
th e antics and expressions of those 
who used it,” Doctor G ifford added. 
"For another ten years eth er was 
dem onstrated by itin eran t e n te rta in ­ 
ers who would give ether to some 
volunteer who th en would a c t as if 
intoxicated,” th e surgeon said. 
Tests Prove Value 
“In 1842 Craw ford Long, a physi­ 
cian a t Jefferson, G eorgia, h eard of 
th e effects 
of 
eth er 
from 
some 
friends who had attended an ’e th e r’ 
party. Long decided to try the e x ­ 
perim ent and gave some eth er to 
his friends. He noticed th a t they 
would fall or strike against fu rn i­ 
ture and apparently feel no pain. 
"T he next day a friend of Long 
cam e to him to have a cyst rem oved 
from the neck. Long asked if th e 
friend would try an experim ent w ith 
ether. He took it and felt no pain 
from the rem oval of th e cyst. 
"L ater Long tried the eth er on a 
little colored boy who had to have 
two fingers am putated. He gave the 
eth er an d took off one finger. Tile 
child did not notice it. He th en 
w aited for the effects of the ether

THREATENING 
TOMATO CROP 


A serious Infestation of Adams 
county tom ato fields arith potato late 
blight brought a w arning from the 
office of County Extension Agent 
M. T. H artm an today to spray or 
dust at the earliest possible tim e to 
prevent what otherwise, the w arn­ 
ing said, might be a total loss of UM 
tom ato crop. 
"Your special attention is directed 
to tile fact th a t ecol nights with 
heavy dew are favorable for blight,” 
Mr. 
H artm an's 
letter 
to 
tom ato 
growers said. "Some fields are badly 
infected, and will need either a 
spray or dust at the earliest pos­ 
sible time, otherwise it appears the 
tom ato crop will be a total loss.” 
Spray or Dust 
Mr 
H artm an said spraying or 
dusting will reduce the loss and th a t 
it is desirable to spray or dust to 
prevent the disease, especially this 
year when late blight is so prevalent. 
A spray or dust should be applied 
to all fields, he said, and under 
present conditions, a second spray 
or dust should be applied a^out ten 
days after the first application. 
M aterials recomm ended for 
are 
|p ra y : Fixed coppers — Since the 
metallic copper content of different 
brands of fixed coppers varies from 
12 to 50 per cent, use enough to 
have two pounds of actual copper 
per 
IOO 
gallons. 
(Example 
four 
pounds of a 50 per cent fixed copper 
in IOO gallons or eight pounds of 
a 25 per cent fixed copper will give 
a two per cent actual coppor.) 
Or: 
Bordeaux 
m ixture:

GERMAN BANKER 


GIVES VIEWS ON 


REICH'S FUTURE 


(A Oerman private banker 
gives his views of Germany’s fi­ 
nancial situation today in an­ 
other of a series of columns 
written by representative Ger­ 
mans for Mal Boyle). 


Berlin, July 9 (/p>—Germany to­ 
day owes twice what the country is 
worth. Our financial situation Is 
rot ten-but not so rotten that It 
can't be saved. 
Our chief problem is to cut down 
the whole indebtedness of the Reich, 
leaving out the question of war 
damages and reparation payments, 
that Indebtedness amounts to 400 
billion marks 
(This is roughly 40 billion dollars 
at the present level of the mark, 
but In German terms the figure 
would be much larger.) 
We think this Indebtedness must 
be reduced four-fifths, bringing it 
down to 80 billion marks Tills must 
be done because the entire indust­ 
rial, agricultural, and private pro­ 
perty value of Germany is only about 
200 billion marks. 
His Plan 
How can we reduce this vast debt? 
We could do it perhaps by a con­ 
trolled inflation, but this is dan­ 
gerous and Impossible at present 
under the present divided govern­ 
ment structure. Besides inflation is 
unfair to some classes, and is a 
source of profit to others. 
Some bankers—I among them— 
believe It can be done only by capital 
tax. 
Every 
Oerman 
must 
yield 
four-fifths of his capital—whether 
four-fifth of his capital—whether 
it be in the form of money, industrial 
shares, bonds, buildings, farms or 
homes. 
Such a tax would take away 80 
per cent of what I have left of 
my fortune, but I am In favor of It 
because only in that way do I 
think we can keep Oermany’s finan­ 
cial structure intact. 
This personal delivery of fortune 
to the state is the simplest, clearest 
and fairest way to cut down our 
indebtedness. 
Banking Upset 
Of course It couldn't be done over­ 
night. It would take from ten to 
20 years. An individual could pay 
up perhaps ten per cent of the 
tax at once, and give notes to the 
state for the rest, paying them a' 
they came due. 
Such a tax would have to be 
applied In the eastern as well a.« 
the western zones. It would also 
have to be made effective soon for j 
if the present liquidation of private 
property in the Russian-occupied 
eastern zone continues for another j 
year our present concept of property j 
rights will have been destroyed. 
There then will exist no possibility 
of restoring the financial system in 
accordance with the legal standards 
of the past. 
German banking chains have been 
cut in two by the occupation. During 
the war Russian troops looted all 
cash and securities from the banks. 
They have since liquidated the banks 
themselves. 
Old 
accounts 
simply 
were wiped out, and depositors have 
lost hope of ever getting anything 
back. 
It Tan Be Done 
This procedure wasn’t followed in 
the British and American zones, 
where private banks were permitted 
to continue in operation, and old 
as well as new postwar accounts are 
honored. In these zones there is 
a real trust that things ultimately 
will be cleared up In a legal way, j 
perhaps through the creation of cen­ 
tral administration for banking and 
finance. 
In Berlin itself the private banks 
have been closed by the Allied 
Kommandatur, but there haven’t 
been major repercussions in the 
British and American zones, because 
many branch banks there have 
headquarters in Berlin. 
Our bank situation is difficult. But 
if a compromise could be effected 
between the policies in tile eastern 
and western zones, and the real 
financial position of the country 
made clear to the people, measures 
then could be taken to put Germany 
on a sound footing. 
There is no easy way to solve 
Germany’s indebtedness, but it can 
be done.
